China would get back the sovereign

secured sovereign rights in the 
whole country, and sovereign rights 
in the country would be won when 
her laws were modified, her admin- 
istration of justice reformed, and her 
judges were trained men of legal 
mind and legal knowledge, and 
when, moreover, Foreign Powers 


3| would regard all this as so sufficient 


‘as to warrant a treaty which would 
remove foreign jurisdiction and 
foreign Settlements.” -_ 

Young China, or the seetion of 
it which calls itself the Patriots 
Party, but which has shown itself 
in reality a very unpatriotic party, 
has apparently two aims in view, 
the removal of the Manchu dynasty, 
and of the burden of extraterritoria- 
lity, and it thus, in the most light- 
hearted and ill-considered manner, 
declares war against the Govern- 
ment and againstall Foreign Powers 
at the same time, instead of dividing 
its intended enemies and engaging 
them separately. As faras regards 
the Manchu dynasty, there seems 
to foreigners generally’ no’ real 
patriotism in endeavouring forcibly 
to replace it by a purely Chinese 
dispensation. As a matter-of-fact, 


'|the actual Government of China is 


more Chinese’ than it is Manchu, 
and statesmen are so laméntably 





scarce in China, that no one ever 
heard of an official - of promise 
being rejected because he was nob 
a Manchu, At the present time, 
the Empress-Dowager is zo far from 
Leing narrow-minded in this.direc- 
tion that she is appointing Chinese 
to posts hitherto reserved for Man- 
chus, while there are some Manchu 
high officials who are ns enlightened 
and capable in every way as their 
Chinese colleagues. Whether the 
Chinese as a people would gain 
anything by the removal from 
power of all Manchu officials from 
the Empress Dowager down is more 
than doubtful ; the gain would cer- 
tainly nob be worth the loss to the. 
country that another rebellion 
would cause. The ideal of the 
Patriotic Party appears to be a Re- 
public, and they are certainly the 
only people, in China who ‘think 
the nation is ready for it, but'to 
them it seems the only chance of 
getting power into their own 
hands. The extraordinary thing to 
foreigners ie, that the officials every- 
where, at the capital and in the 
provinces, seem to be very much in 
awe of the Patriotic Party, and 
afraid'to provoke it to action. Ib 
must, ipparently, be very much 
stronger than we believe it’ is 
or the Government very much. 
weaker than even careful observers 
have imagined it to be. 

That Chinese Patriots should 
wish to get tid of extraterritoriality, . 
as Japan has done, is perfectly 
legitimate, but there is a right way 
and a wrong Wiy of going about 
it. European Powers are not to 
be moved by blatant agitation, 
boycotting, and rioting; by en- 
couraging these,- the Patriotic 
Pariy defeats its own ends. The 
Japanese statesmen realised very 
soon. after the Restoration , that 
there is no short cut to the achieve- 
ment of a freedom of this kind. 
They had to educate their men, to 
prepare acceptable” codes, to es- 
tablish a trustworthy judiciary, 
snd to show by their success: in 
governing their own people that 
they could be trusted to govern 
the strangers within their gates, 
and’ it took them years of patient- 
toil before they could convince 
Foreign Powers that it was safe to

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our police force sufficiently for 
the ordinary needs of a city of 
400,000 inhabitants, even when 
the majority of those inhabitants 
belong to one of the most law- 
abiding nations in the worl!, With 
our rapid growth, and the con- 
siderable mileage of new roads in the 
suburbs, a ‘decidedly larger police 
force is required for ordinary duty in 
maintaining order, and when such 
extraordinary calls are made upon it 
us on the morning of Monday, the 
18th, the force is hopelessly inade- 
quate. The mobs on the 18th—for 
there was not only one mob to cope 
with—had opposed to them not 
much more than 300 European and 
Sikh police; aud, as a fact, the 
greater part of these were not opposed 
to them, as they had to be kept in 
reserve to meet some possible sud- 
den danger from some unexpected 
quarter. We have felt ourselves so 
secure against outbreaks of this kind, 
that we have not insured agninst 
then; now that we find them to 
be possible contingencies, we must 
insure, That means increasing the 
non-native portion of the police force 
by at least five hundred men, ‘hese 
men would, of course, not be soldiers, 
but they would do police work, aug- 
menting the force daily employed in 
maintaining order in the streets..and 
evabling the number of native con- 
stables to be lurgely reduced, It 
means, we know, a serious addition 
to the expenditure of the munic 
pality; but it is a justifiable and 
necessary addition, being really the 
cost of insuring ourselves against a 
possible enormous material loss, be- 
sides the danger to the women and 
children of the community, ‘The 
ratepayers generally, we are: con- 
vinced, realise the necessity for this 
insurance, and will be prepared: to 
pay the premium. As long as the 
misgovernment of the country rourd 
us allows us to be always liable to 
attack by the hordes of rowdies, 
robbers, and smugglers whom | the 








there are nob many foreigners in the 
Settlement craven enough to favour 
the immediate surrender of all the 
rights which the British and French 
fought together to secure and then 
shared with the rest of the nations. 
It is a grim joke to suggest that the 
Taotai’s braves are wanted to protect 
our Chinese fellow-residents, when 
there is nob a town in China that 
does nob shudder at the news that 
braves are coming to it, When the 
Kiangsu braves have cleared the 
surrounding country of the ruffians 
and pirates that infest it, we may be 
inclined to think better of them. At 
present, the farther they are kept 
wway from the Settlements, the better 
for all of us, Chinese as well as 
foreigners, The ordinary brave is a 
terror, a squalid terror, to every- 
body except evil-doers,

according to the reports appearing in the 
1 -tive papers, is in constant commun

- a the question is being dis- 
cnssed with the {definite intention 
of putting; “down” these projected 
Tines. ‘The particular line which 
is now the subject of discussion is the 
line between. Whampoa and Canton. 
Some time ago this project was discussed 
and for the time little attention seemed 
to be directed to. the entorprise. It 
appears, however, that all the time com- 
jeations havo been passing between 
authorities and: the authorities 
at the capital, and that tho railway is 
likely to be undertaken many believe. 
‘The Chinese do not hesitate to point out 
that such a railway with good godowns’ at 
‘Whampoa would be a decided menace to 
the commercial pro-eminence of Hong- 
kong, and the fact that the promoters 
think this rather gives zest to. the offorts 
they are putting’ forth to get the, thing 
through. In the olden days, of course, 
hundreds of ships used to anchor at 
Whampao, and thongh, perhaps, at 
prosont the biggest ocean steamers could 
not auchor there, it is pointed out that 
the water is deep and that little labour 
would be nocessary to make it a good 
anchorage for ocoan-going steamers. ‘This 
line is to be the first of s line which is to 
run to Amoy, calling at Swatow, and if 
this wore dono, it would open’ up the 
south of this province to trade, but, 
perhaps, would offer a menace’ to the pro- 
jected Kowloon-Canton line, and indeed 
interfere with ¢ of British 



























to-day the Commission, which has finish- 
ed its work, will be returning to Canton 
nce.

Taotai and other local officials do 
little or nothing to repress, we can- 
not afford to rely on the accidental 
resence of men-of-war in our har- 
jour, Admiral Sir Edward Seymour 
warned .as that, even if there were 
men-of-warat Woosuig, we could not 
be sure of their being able to send 
up landing-parties, We must pro- 
vide and pay for our own defence if 
we want to feel secure, and the most 
practicable and certain way is by 
Inerensing our police force aswe have 
suggested, 

Our native contemporary, the 
“Nunfangpao,” in its yesterday's 
issue, made the brillixut suggestion 
that’ the Tuotai should send his 
troops into the Settlement..for our 
protection, ‘and especially for the 
Protection of our Chinese. fellow- 
residents, -The suggestion itself’ is 
about on a par with. the proposal 
to’ abandon extraterritoriality ; but 


wero the prisoners compelled to kneel 
before the Commission. These re- 
velations of the humanity of foreign 
judges have mado such a marked 








impression on tho minds: of the 
Chineso that the native papers are 
full of them, When the prisoners 


were brought up before the Commission 
one of them confessed at once and made 
no attempt to deny that with his own 
hand he had killed some of the victims. 
Another man confessed that the mis- 
sionaries had given him twenty dollars 
with which to hire a boat, but the traitor 
had pocketed the money aud then made 
no attempt to fulfil his promise.

Reform of Education in the 
Country Towns. 

In the big centres, and treaty ports 
is well known, determined efforts havo 
put forth, and not without success, to i 
tinto reforms in the éducational system of 
China, ‘Temples have been transformed 
into modern colleges.

One of those which we visited was 
full of students who wore all above twenty 
yeas of age, and some of them wore more 
than thirty. This college was sot apart 
for the teaching of men who in turn 
were to become teachers , of their own 
people. The aim of this school was to 
instruct these men in the way of teaching 
their own book language so that by the 
improved methods the younger genera- 
tion would be able not only to commit 
their language to memory but at the 




































It was indeed a kind of normal training 
college. Another was filled-with younger 
lads ‘who were being taught.a fuller 
curriculum, embracing many subjects 
which are’ the essential elements of a 
sound Western education. But what 





was noticeable was that through it all 
evidences were present to suggest that 
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the: ond of the education given was to 
create and foster the military spirit. On 
the walls wore charts delinesting the 
evolution: of “the modern gun. Every- 
where we saw the flaming pictures of the 
Japaneso in which were depicted the 
vietors blowing the ships and the armios 
of the vanquished into the air, and into 
non-existence, Altogether it ‘was clear 
that the leaders of the movement were 
not only desirous that the youth should, 
‘secure a more rational education, but they 
wore determined to inspire in tho students 
the fooling that the end of it all was tho 
preservation of their own country from 
‘the hands of enemies.

‘The'Problem of the Unemployed 
‘If I may make use.of the favourite ox- 
pression of one of Dr. Wake’s patients 
(of the Adelphi Theatre) I should say that 
Mr. Balfour’s “absolutely inner .inner- 
most feeling” when he received « de- 
putation chosen from. the thousands: of 
wives of the unemployed who journeyed 
from the east ond of London to lay their 
gtievances before the Premier at his 
official residence in Downing Streot last 
Monday weok, was ono of extreme ombar- 
rassment. It was not curiosity’ alone 
which: prompted me to go to. Westminister 
in order to see for myself whether the 
women did in truth look as ‘abjectly 
poverty-stricken as the papérs made 
them appear. I feel that the question 
of dealing with the unemployed is of such 
vital importance that it beboves all who 
write on it, or in point of fact any 
who interest themselves at all in the 
matter, to study it well. It is extremely 
doubtful if in tho whole course of his most 
busy Jife:the Premier of England has 
ever-known what it is to: br 
hungry. ‘That ho. has ocexsionally boon 
cowpelled. through the exigencies of 
public work to postpone his dinnor some- 
what unduly is more than, probable, in 
fact. the papors occasionally make x 























note of tho fact, but hunger, res! 
horrible, gnawing hunger, with no 
money ‘to buy food is of course 


entirely unknown tohim, as to most of 
us, and as I walked round the Caxton 
Hall, Westminister, where provisions 
were supplied to the poor women I could 
not help thinking what an unmistakable 
stamp that sort of hunger leaves on the 
countenance—something quite diffe 
from the mark of severe illness, but quite 
as onsy to rend ‘oti the indents of 
small-pox. Mr. Balfour appears to h 
beon charmingly sympathetic, bit he 
tlirew ont practically no hint of a remedy. 
Mr. Crooks—who may be called the 
champion ‘of the women unomployed— 
called the Promier’s address “a speech of 
dospair.” Three da; before w very 
Aifferontassombly atthe Guildhall banquet 
‘on Lord’Mayor’s day, Mr. Balfour again 
dealt with the same subject and drew a 
pitiful picture of the decline of the once 
prosperous artizan, when work constantly 
fails him. How that he goes from a 
bottor lodging to one less. good. ‘Then 
bo gradually sells ono thing, or piece of 
furniture, after another uutil—if unhy 
pily the process is carried so far—h 
reduced to the condition of a paup. 
dependant on the poor relief for keeping 
body. and soul together. All this the 
Premier sees-and yet the ouly remedy he 
suggests is “the charity of the well-to- 
do.” 

‘It appears to mo that the present crisis 
is brought about by three main causes— 
trades unionism, machinery, and wrongly 
directed education. ‘The King and Queen, 
out of the goodness of their hearts, have 
each contributed the magnificent s 
£2,000 towards a fund, which will be 

kaw 8 ‘the Queen’s Unemployed Fund 
for thw~alleviation . of pressing want; 
thousands of.generous people will follow 
this royal.Jead, in fact in the space of 
only three days nearly £40,000 has been 
sent in to Earl. de Grey. (the Queen’s 
Treasurer) for this purpose, and I shall 
bo very surprised if a sum of at. least

Wo learn that telegram received 
on Friday from Peking intimates that the 
Waiwupu has strongly denounced Yuan 
‘Taotai to the Throne. 

‘The Japanese cruisor ‘Tsushima came 
up to the French Bund on Friday aud her 
bluejackets were on patrol in Hongkew 
last night. ‘The Austrian cruiser Franz 
Josef is ontside Woosung. 

THY MIXED COURT RROPENING, 

According to the instructions of H. E. 
Chou Fa, Viceroy at Navking, the Mixed 
Court was to have resumed sittings 
on Friday morning. Friday, however, 
.was the Chineso Festival of “‘Tung-chih 
(Winter Solstice). ‘Tho inspectors in 
charge at the various Police Stations 
were roady with charge shoots and 
prisoners, and with an armed guard (if 
ordered), but no order was recoived by 
them to proceed to the Mixed Court, It 
was annomnced lator that the Court would 
sit on Saturday morning and that the 
Viceroy himsvlf would probably attend. 
‘Phere wero no signs whatever of any mob or 
domonstration in the vicinity of the Mixed 
Court on Friday, and evidently the Chi- 
nese residents gonerally are willing to 
abide by the Viceroy’s decision, 

ACTIVITY AT HEADQUARTERS. 

‘Throughout the week Sergoant-Major 
Studd and the Orderly Room staff have 
boon ceaselessly at work. Tho telephone 

have been alone sufficient to keep 
the staff busy night and day. On Friday 
thero was a lull, but still the staff wore 
fully occupied, and belts of cartridges 
(250 in a belt) were continuously turned 
ott by the Vickers-Maxiin filler and 
packed in ammunition boxes ready for the 
@etachment from the Clio, which 
stationed at Hoadquarters and has had 
placed’ at its disposal tho five Maxim 
‘guna belonging to the Volunteer Corps. 

‘We loarn that including reserves there 
-were altogether from 126 to 130 Germans 
doing active duty with the Volunteers 
Jast weok. This is’ an excellent avorage 
éut of a total German population of 
about 750. 

MORE’ INCIDENTS OF THE RIOT. 

During the early stages of the riot in 
“Hongkew Market, many foreign women 
(wore present. In sovoral cases foreigners 
were injured by stones, but soveral left 
‘the market ignorant of the fact that any 
disturbance had ocourred. In spite of 
the bogus circulsr circulated on Sunday 
‘evening many prominent native butchers 
-kept open their stores as long as it was. 
possible to do so. One foreign lady was 
in Cheng Keo’s: making purchases in the 
idst of the riot. . Fortunately for 
her, a foreigner lifted her bodily from 
the shop to-his carriage, soated her there, 
placed his revolver in her hands, and told 
her to get home as-quickly: as possible 
‘and.touse the gun if necessary. The 
Jady has no idea who the gentleman iwas 
and still retains the revolve 
»,, On. Monday morning, during the dis- 
turbance in Nanking Road, one of thei 
assistants in the. store of Ching Fong 
(tailor) was shot through the stomach in 
his chop, the shot being fired from the 

read. It.was 8 glancing shot which firs 
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penetrated a rubber hot-water bag aud 
then glanced off some hard substance 
until it found its billet in the body of the 
unfortunate assistant. 

Daring tho attack on Hongkew Police 
Station, in the absence of permisson or 
orders to serve out firearms, the staff 
were armed with the shafts of disabled 
ricshas, and these proved most effective 
weapons for repelling the mob. 

Throughout the riot our Sikh police 
have proved most faithful and energetic. 
No sooner had one batch finished guard 
duty, than they volunteered for the next 
guard, ‘This has been the caso ‘through- 
out the week. 

The hose of the Hongkew Fire Com- 
pany was proiinent factor in quelling 
the disturbance in Hongkew- Market on 
Mortday. ‘The streams were very effective 
in breaking down the barricades of stalls 
and benches from the rear of which the 
rioters were throwing stones and night- 
soil at foreigners and natives in foreign 
employ. 

During the jattack on Louza Station 
Inspector Wilson antl a civilian had to 
retire from the charge-room to the store- 
room—a room whose only exit was on to 
the charge room. From the door of this 
room the Inspector and his companion 
fired as many shots as possible on the 
mob until the faulty mechanism of- the 
ejectors rendered thir weapons useless. 
In tho meantime the mob obtained 
bamboo poles, some twenty foot in 
length, and continuously prodded the 
occupants of the room. Finally, 
the charge-room was set on fire, and the 
two mon had to burst open the door of 
their refuge and break through the crowd 
to gain the upper floor of the buildings. 

‘The total destruction of Louza Station 
was avorted by the flooding of the upper 






















‘Tho station was systematically set on 
fire, the mob bringing with them goods 
of an inflammable nature, looted from 
stores in Nanking Road. Theso were sot 
\d carried from room to room. 
incident of the 
disturbanco in Nanking Road was the 
entry of a loafer into a tea-shop for food 
and his rofusal to pay for meal. Upon 
demand being made for payment, he 
struck the attend: ‘The police were 
called and he was arrested, and taken to 
the Station, followed by an angry and 
excited mob, which increased as the 
Station was neared. 

‘The attack on and demolition of the 
Metropole Annexe was due to the fact 
that a foroigner, being chased by the 
mob, took rofuge there.

RE-OPENING. 


RIOTERS SENTENCED. 

Tho re-opening of the Mixed Court 
-on Saturday morning, after the long 
intermission, attracted largo crowds of 
“Chinese and a good many foreigners to 
the Ohékiang Road tribunal. All through 
the disturbances of the precoding week 
the neighbourhood of the Court, whose 
funetions had beon the cause of so much 
angry discussion leading up to the riot, 
romarkably quiet. ‘The gate separ- 
ating the magistrate’s private quarters 
from the Couct-yard was closed, but the 
Conrt itself had been loft open for any 
curious persons to ramble through at 
will, a steay coolie or two alone appoar- 
ing. All this was changed on Saturd 
To guard against any possibility of dis 
turbanee, the Court was guarded by strong 
dotachmonts of armed bluejackets, de. 
tachments having been sont from war- 
ships of every nationality represented in 
port. ‘Tho prisoners, of whom x very 
Inrge number had accumulated, among 
them many .who had. been arrested for 
rioting, were brought to the Court under 
escort of armed Sikhs and thus the place 
bristled with. bare bayonets. 

Apart from the crowd, the bluejackets, 
and the bayonets, the procedure wi 
usual. Two magistrates sat simultanoou: 
Mr, Kuan sitting with Dr. Merklinghaus, 
the Gorifian assessor, downstairs, while 
‘Mr. King, with Mr. Schirmer, the Gorman 
assistant assossor, dealt with less impor- 
‘tant cages in the upper Court. 

Tho which had been adjourned 
from: tho last sitting (when the disturb- 
ances took place) were further remanded 
for the sitting of the British assessor. 

A large number of prisoners charged 
with trivial offences were dismissed with 
a.caution, as they had already been in 
-eustody for several days. ‘The police had 
made soveral arrests of persous who 
chad beon seen to have taken part in the 
disturbances of Monday snd Tuesday, 
the 18th and 19th. The majority of these 
wore identified by police witnesses and 
-were sentenced to six mouths’ imprison- 
ment each, Ono ot the rioters, a riesha 
coolio, was iden! 
.ing tried to stab a foreigner with 
net in Nanking Road on the 18th i 
and was sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 
ment. A native of Tsungming, who was 
proved to have been one of the mob who 

is0s of tho International 
8th. instant and who was 
gun Jooted from 
the said promises, was sentenced to one 
syeac’s imprisonment ; while a coolie who 
"was found in possession-of fifty rounds of 
-atomunition stolen from the same: store 
was awarded ‘six months’ imprisonment. 
Four men‘arrested -by the Mixed Court 
stunners and found in’ the possession 
of fighting irons “were sentenced to. six 
-months':-imprisonment each, and :two 
others arrested ina’ similar manner wore

‘Throe men were charged with looting a 
native house at the corner of Yuuman 
and Pakhoi Roads, the scene of “Monday 
night's fire. The ringleader was sen- 
tonced to six months’, and the other two 
to three months’ imprisonment. A coolie 
charged with escaping from Louz: station 
prison was awarded one: month's im- 
prisonment. A native woman charged 
with obtaining jewellery by false pre- 
tences was sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment in the Mixed Court

evilly-disposed persons, assembled and

and also with being concerned together 
in the murder of a native, whose dead 
body was found in a creck’ near Ichang 
Road. Evidence was given to the effect 
that the principal prisoner was a well- 
Known desperado and that he had 
frequently been seen in company with 
suspicious characters. These prisoners 
wore romanded for further enquiries. 


MR. TWYMAN RESUMES HIS SEAT. 
In spite of rumours to the contrary, 
h assessor, Mr. B. Twyman, 
took his seat on tho bench of the Mixed 
Court on Wednesday morning in the 
usual course, and was accompanied by the 
magistrate, Mr. Kuxn Chun, and the 
assistant magistrate, Mr. King. There 
f officials 













had recontly happoned 
withinthe precinets of the Court. ‘There 
Was not an unusual number oi police in 
attendance and there were no rifles or 
fixed bayonets, and no guard of sailors 
either within or without the Court when 
itting commenced, althongh Istor a 
fow .sentries from the Japanese cruiser 
Tsushima were to be seen patrolling the 
North Chekiang Road. About half-past 
ton two Japrnese sailors with rifles and 
fixed bayonets arrived to guard the en- 
tranco hall, but wer> quickly told that 
ir services were not required and de- 
parted. 

The Court sat shortly after tei o'clock, 
but the casos were, for the most part, of n 
trivial nature. ‘There has been a noti 
able absonce of crime in the Settlem 
since the outbroak of the 18th inst. The 
cases of most. importance were as 
follows 

‘A quartermaster from the str. Tak- 
sang, who had been charged with the 
theft of $200 from the native boatsiwain 
of the same steamer came up for son- 
tence. The theft had beon committed 
on the 30th of November, and sinco the 
first: heating of the caso’ the prisoner had 
been remanded in custody in-orjler that 
ho might have a chance of refunding tho 
stolen money. ‘The money ‘stolen not 
being forthcoming, he was now séntenced 
to four months’ imprisonment. 

Three boatmen were charged’ with 
stealing forty bales of ‘cotton, valued at 
$320, from No. 87, Yangtsepod Road, at 
2am. on the 28th of’ November, and a 
country -farmor was» charged 
receiving the same, well knowing them 
to have beon stolev.. Detective-sor- 
geant Brown said he knew that others 
besides the’ prisoners were conéern- 
edin the theft and he would: like 
remand in order to. make further en- 
quiries and arrest others concerned. “The 
prisoners ‘were accordingly remandéd in 
custody.

DOUBLE TRAGEDY IN 
HONGKEW. 


A sonsation was created in Hongkew on 
Wednesday evening when the report was 
spread that a European had murdered. a 
lady and then committed suicide. For 
some time the report could not be veri- 
fied, the police stating they knew nothing 
of the matter. From various sources it 
was ascertained that the tragedy had 
ovcurred at No. 20, North Szechuen Road, 
the residence of Mrs. Hartwig, a boarding: 
house keeper. [t sppears’ that . Mrs. 
Hartwig and Capt, Holger, who resided 
in the same house; had not been seen 
after about noon, and that between 5.30 
and 6 p.m. the discovery wxs made 
that Mrs. Hartwig’s bedroom door wa: 
lécked. This was a most unusual cireum- 
stance, and, suspicions being aroused 
the door was forced open. A terrible 
tragedy was thon revealed, Mrs. Hartwig 
being found in the room dead, shot 
through the chest, and Capt. Hilger, 
also dead, he apparently having shot 
himself in the mouth with a revolver. 

‘The German Consul-General was com- 
municated with and he at once took 
charge of the matter. The police declined 
to verify the facts as stated above as 
the matter was not in their hands.

DR. REID'S LAST 
LECTURE ON 
HARMONY. 


On Saturday afternoon the eighth and 
last lecture on “ Harmony” at the Inuter- 
national Institute was given by Dr. 
Gilbert Rei ‘The special subject was 
“ Harmony between Chineso and Foreign 
Merchauts.” A number of business men 
were present, representing not only China, 
but England, the United States, France, 
Germauy, and Japan, of the firms of 
Bissot & Co. Brunner, Mond & Co, 
Carlowitz & Co, Dodwell & Co. the 
“cho de Chine,” Gibb, Livingston & 
Co., Mackenzie & Co,, Meyerink & Co. 
the Mitsui Bussan Ki a, and Wisner 
& Co. Mr, William D.” Little, as 
Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, 
had been invited to preside, but, being’ 
absent from Shanghai on the day of the 
meeting, Mr. Alexander McLeod, a 
member also of the Chamber of Com- 
meree, as well as of the Executive Com- 
mittoo of the Institute, consented to take 
the chair. 

Mr. McLeod, in his most appropriate 
remarks, cited that, from his experience 
of forty-one years in China in dealings 
with Chinese merchants, whether in the 
silk,|tea, iron, or piece goods trade, he had 
never found one in whom confidence 
was misplaced. It was not even neces- 
saty to have a signature; promise by 
word of mouth was sufficient. He be- 
lieved that this was the experience not 
only of himself, but of other foreign 
merchants in Shanghai, He had, more- 
over, found them reasonable class of 
men to deal with, and hoped that nothing 
would e to mar the friendly relations 
which, as merchants, they had enjoyed 
for half acentury and more. He was glad 
Dr. Reid had been giving these lectures 
toriding to advance friendliness rather 
than stir up st Be trusted - the 



























Chineso would appreciate these efforts 
of the Institute. 

Mr. McLeod then read the remarks of* 
Mr. William D. Little, addressed to Dr. 
Reid, as follows: “I am much impressed 
with the good work that your Institution 
is endeavouring to promute. I have 
been in Shanghai for twenty-five years: 
as a trader; I have always had the 
greatest respect for Chinese merchants, 
more especially in regard to the high 
standard of integrity they aim at in 
all transactions, deeming their word 
equal to their bond. The experience: 
of all foreign merchants of repute, in 
dealing with Chinese of equal standard, 
has, I think, always shown that. the 
Chinese merchant has at very high 
standard of commercial rectitude; the 
utmost confidence is placed by both 
parties in the good faith of one to the 
other. Foreign trade is of immense 
importance to China, aud harmony. in 
working is eminently to be desired for 
the mutual interest of all. I would 
venture to refer to the recent inaugura~ 
tion of Chambers of Commerce in China ;: 
I would submit that much bas yot to 
be done before these most useful and 
necessary institutions can - assist in 
promoting the commercial interests of 
Chinese traders. A harmonious workiug 
between the Chinese and foreign Cham- 
bers is such to be desired. The work of 
both should be to promote trade and 
solve trade question only, political 
matters being quite outside the spheres 
of influence of Chambers of Commerce im 
It is much to be regretted. 
that social intercourse between business. 
mon of foreign and of Chinese nationality 
is practically nil, owing doubtless to the 
difficulties of language and the wide 
divergence of manner and customs, I 
hope you will publish a translation 
of your lecture, which I am sure 
will be of deep interest and tend 
to promote good relationships and a 
continuance of friendly fooling between 
the merch: f the East 

Dr. Reid, in »eginning his lecture in 
Chinese, said he desired to quote from 
two letters which he had just received 
from persons unable to be present.. Oue: 
was from Mr, Thomas Kingsmill, who 
wrote as follows: “There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of any respectable sec- 
tion of foreigners, especially English and 
Americans, to:bear any ill-grudge against 
the Chinese as a people for anything that. 
has passed. We are qui 
interests are perfectly id 
what is good for China is good * 
and on the other side we recogniso that 
what is good for us is also good for China. 
At the same time we recognise the fact. 
that in all nations fit to be regarded as 
of importance iv the affairs of the world 
there must be differences of opinion, but: 
in uations wlrich have perfected their 
system of government these. differences 
of opinion do not cause ill-feeling .or 
violence; they are decided in council, 
and the minority, fecling that the 
good of society is involved. in the 
nation being able to present.a comely 
face to the rest of the world, willingly 
yield their private views and make com- 
mon cause with their neighbours. This 
is called-good government, Now a er- 
tain.small party in China are not hus 
prepared to live in peace with eit 
neighbours, but when one of their pr vate 
opinionsfis rejected by their fellow-coun— 
trymen as wrong or even inadvisablé, at 
‘once begin'to stir up strife, and-engage- 
those whose life is spent in disorder, to- 
come and by. forcible means -killing 
burning down houses, plundering, ote. 




































































thereby put things proper. Now if anyone 
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will think what good government consists 
in, he will at onco seo that it caunot 
be promoted by disorder. Yet that is 
what was attempted in Shanghai last 
Monday.” 

‘Tho second letter was from the com- 
pradore of Mandl & Co., Mr. Hu Eth-mei, 
who expressed the view of the more 
i nt of the Chineso merchants. 

pointed out that the increased 
prosperity of Shanghai had been due 
to th efal way Chineso and 
foreignors had lived side by side, and 
to the method presonted in time of 
mutual disagrooments and complaints 
to have thom sottled justly in the 
Mixod Court. In tho disturbance which 
has just arison Soldiers have been Innded 
to give protection, dnd so things have 
become quieter. ‘But force can nev 
ecure hearty acquiesconce. Chinese 
aud foreigners living in the Settlements 
are like fellow-passengors on board a 
ship. In time of danger thoy must 
work together to save the ship. In tho 
oxisting dangors within tho Settlements 
Chinese and foreigners must come to- 
gethor to ward them off, and not let the 
prosperity;of tho past disappear.” 

De. Reiji then began his own discus- 
sion of the subject of the day, Ho said 
thero might be good reason for friction 
iu tho prosecution of missions, and sharp 
disputes between diplomats, and wars 
between nations, but there was really no 
reason why Chinese and foroign me: 
chants, especially thoso living in tl 
geoat ‘commercial centre of Sh 
hai, should be 
each other, or - 
to secure lasting good-will there must, 
first of all, be mutual respect and con- 
fidence. How foreign morchants fool 
towards thoir Chinese comrades in trade 
had just been shown by 
MeLeod and Mr. Littl 
mill, and also by tho presen: 
mooting of so many of the foreign com- 
munity of Shanghai. ‘It was also tro 
that the Chinese who have had long and 
diroot dealings in business with the old 
hongs of Shanghai have similar respect 
and confidence, Friction has not come 
in tho ordinary processes of trade. 

But, again, thoro must be greater 
chance for mutual conforence. ‘This was 

inted out by tho chairman of the 
Foreign Chamber of Commerce, It might 
not be possible to open the door for 
mutual conforenco in matter of govern- 
ment, but as merchants they could, with- 
out luctance, talk with each other 
and’ advise each othor on their mutual 
interest, the extension of trade. Why 
not secure tho joint wisdom of 
the East and tho West on such 
practical matters as tho silk industry, the 
toa trade, the geowth of cotton, and the 
tugos of machinery? 

Tn the third placo it should be 
emphasised that benofits were mutual. 
‘The question to-day was not mere trade ; 
it was commerce, and commerce met 
‘exports and imports. Increase tho ot 
and in gonoral the other would be in- 
creased. ‘They were not enemies. If 
the © compradors was a -middle-man 
between the Chinese merchant of other 
ities and the foreign merchant, so the 

merchant was the middle-

bot:xeon Chinese hongs and the firms in 
Hurope and America, Tho interests of 
wide commerce required both Chinese 
‘and European. 

Tn: the fourth place, and as a natural 
sequel, there should be mutual helpful- 


ness. Not only there would be'a talking 
together, but » mutual agreement to join 
and help each other. Already there were 
such joint stock companies of Chinese 
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and foreigners. In a larger way. there 
could be co-operation in carrying out 
great public works, as building railways 
and opening mines, Mutual suspicion 
was not equal to mutual confidence, 
or plans of mutusl frustration equal to a 
plan of mutual helpfulness. 

One other point was important, as 
Mr. William Little had- said, and that} 
was that such bodies as Chambers of 
Commerce wera not concerned with 
political matters. As business men there 
might be discussion of governments and 
views on questions of State, but s Oham- 
ber of Commerce, as such, was not a 
political debating club. Hence it was 
remarked in the provious lecture that 
according to Western usago it was not 
the provinca of the Chinese Chamber of 

eree to act on the doings of the 

‘actand theadministration of the 
Foreign Settlements. [twas little dangor- 
‘ous under existing conditions of thought 
in China for such an influential body to 
bring together a thousand mon, as the

Dr. Reid said he knew this was 
dua to lack of ability and eloquence on 
his part, and partly to the fact that 
many were too busy, but he was also 
convinced that some had stayed away 
from mere unfciendliness. One man, and. 
mber of the Institute Commit 
had ssid-he would not attend so long as. 
‘America did not change her laws con- 
cerning the Chinese, Others were in 
favour of harmony porsonally, but were 
uniwilling to promote it in the community. 
In spite of all, the speaker was inclined 
to think that the sixteen hours spent in 
conversation and giving the lectures were 
spent as profitably as would probably be 












































spent in other ways. ‘The experiment 
was worth trying. : 

Dr. Reid, in conclusion, said he wished 
to bring to mind thros'of the subjects.in 
tho series. Tho ficst was that of harmony 
betwoen Chinese and foreigners, when ho 
stated that the Chinese of ‘Iato- had 
boon crying “ Oppose, oppose,” not Bo 
friends, have harmony.” It was shallow 
logic to think that the way to help ono- 
selé was to oppose others, Far better to 
help one another. Tho second subject 
was that of harmony between China and 
the United States. In that lecturo it 
had’ boon argued that. better than a 
boycott to threaten, force, and frighten 
Americans, was the plan of friendly con- 
ference. It had since appeared that the 
United States Congress was inclined to 
grant loss under this compulsion than if 
Apporled to by reason and a friendly 
spirit. 

The third subject neoding to be con- 
sidered again was that of harmony 
in the administration of tho. foroiga 
Sottlemonts. In: tho faco of what had 
just taken place in Shanghai, ho would, 
asa friend of the Chinese, urge those pro- 
sont, and all tho other gentry, morohauts 
and ‘officials in this crowded city to 
bear in mind that what they did, in theso 
days of excitement, would have a vast 
influence on the larger public of Shang- 

and far beyond, to other ci 
‘Their action might. moan tho poaco of 
China or sn upliéaval. It <oomod 
most clear that tho exciting mooting 
of the Chinoso Chamber of Commeroo

Sin,—In the letter which this Com- 
mitteo had the hononr to address to you 
‘the 7th of November last, attention was 
called to the continued unchecked boy- 
cott agitation in Contral and South China 
and to the dangors to be feared therefrom. 
That letter you kindly forwarded :o our. 
Minister at Peking, and this leitor also 
we ask you to pess on to BLE. the Ameri- 
cau Minister. 

‘The uneasiness and the anti-foreign 
feeling which for many months past have 
been kept alive and augmented in this 
community by the continued bpycott 

_ agitation, culminated in Shanghai the 
morning of Monday the 18th instant by 
4, proconcerted invasion’ of the Anglo- 
American Settlements by mobs of lawless 

















Chinese bent upon plunder and destrue- 


tion. Rioting followed in some of the 
central and “most important business 
streets of the town; any foreigner that 
was met was mobbed—amongst others 
the Acting Consul-General for Germany 
and also the American Assessor of the 
Mixed Court; the Town Hall was -at- 
tacked, and the Louza polica stetion was 
sacked and burnt. 

‘To protect life and property the volun- 
teer military force of the Settlements 
had to be called out to aid the police, 
and parties of armed bluejackets were 
promptly landed from the British, Ger- 
man, and Italian men-of-war iu port. 

‘To the presence of these mon-of- 
in harbour and to their promptness i 
landing armed forces it is probably due 
that the logs of life and property has 
not been greater. Certainly the 991 
American citizens now living’ in the 
Anglo-American Settlements must grate- 
fally acknowledge the protection afford 
their lives and property by the wi 
presence in Sianghai of these Enrop 
ships of war. 

‘That thore was no American man-of- 
war in port at this time of emergency, 
especially as trouble had been threatening 
for months, was a disappointment and 
humiliation to our nationals, and this

Six,—In view of the fact that our? 
colossal Engineering and Shipbuilding Uo. 
finds it necessary to close some of its 
establishments owing to lack of work, I 
believe the time is ripe for an expression 
of public opinion as to the legalisy and 
status of the Kiangnan Engineering and 
Dock Co, (which is purely and simply a 
Government undertaking) being allowod 
to compete ist public companies for 
work (apart from the Chinese Navy), 
especially as the community seoms to be 
adequately served. 

‘The Government Steel Works in only 
supplying material fll a want and do not 
run against active local competition, 
inasmuch as their prices aro higlot than 
the importing cost, whereas the Kiangnan’ 
Engineering and Dock Co., with tiie 
advantages under which it started, should 
be able to book every contract that is 
‘open to competition. 2

‘Sm,—I read in the columns of your 
paper that all missionaries had been 
called in from Huchou and that trouble 
was imminent. Also it has beon stated 
in other papers that thoro has actually 
beon a riot in Huchou and that the 
missionaries had all left here. 

‘Now in reference to the missionaries 
being called in from Huchou I know 
Bothing, but evidently that does not mean 
Huchou of Chékiang Province. No 
missionaries have been called from, or 
advised to leave, Huchon. ‘There has 
been no riot here, or anything that has 
had tho appearance of one. Everything 

perfectly quiet and orderly. 
Notwithstanding the tribute rico season, 
that brings daily hundreds of people into 
the City, we have found them most 
friondly and respectful, 

No part of our work hat 
least. We had services at two places in 
the city on Sunday. Yet with Christmas 
decorations, which always bring together 
8 large crowd, everything was perfectly 
quiet, Wo had the same perfect order 
at the Christmas services on Monda:
